The first item for discussion on the agenda was 
future fiscal issues and the financial prognosis for each of 
the three towns given the threat of decreased funding 
from state and federal sources. 

'Tor a number of years we kept talking about 
getting closer to 'hitting the wall/ which meant Proposi- 
tion 21/2, and last year for the first time we actually did 
hit the wall/ 7 said Marion FinCom Chairman Lee Hayes. 
At the time, Mr. Hayes said the town anticipated having 
to pass a $200,000 override just to balance the budget, but 
"since April, a lot of nice things happened ... to the point 
where the (override) was defeated at the ballot box, but 
we ended up not needing it," he said. 

"We're going into next year with no (wiggle) 
room and we have a history of supporting operational 
overrides here to expand our (tax) base," Mr. Hayes said. 
"I think the bottom line is, we're giving a very, very flat 
message: only contract increases, only level fixes which 
we can hold. I think we really mean it this year for 
Marion." 

"We're not any different," agreed Mattapoisett 
FinCom Chairman Richard Gamache. "We have the same 
debt problems that Marion has. We have a Fire Station 
that needs to get built at some point, we have infrastruc- 
ture which needs to be taken care of. We are going to cut 
about $65,000 from the operating budget (next week at 
Special Town Meeting) ... we're trying to do some things 
this year with enterprise funds to free up some cash along

the way. Hopefully that will make our situation a lot 
better. If not, we're going to end up with the same tax 
increase ... people have had enough of the tax increases 
and they're not going to support the overrides. The town 
has gone along with overrides (in the past), but I believe 
that is beginning to end/ 7 

"Rochester is in a little better fiscal shape/ 7 said 
Rochester FinCom Chairman Michael Costa. "I think our 
problems (in the future) are going to be addressing the 
needs of (Rochester Memorial School). Our tax rate is 
actually dropping this year — we did have a balanced 
budget. We were actually able to do a couple of things at 
the Special Town Meeting to put $50,000 into the Stabili- 
zation Fund. We have historically used a fair amount of

Free Cash to balance the budget. With some moderate 
increases, we'd probably need about $300,000 in Free 
Cash to balance the budget — that doesn't sound like it's 
unattainable/' 

One of the first areas on which the three towns 
have focused their attention is the Old Rochester Regional 
School budget, which accounts for a large portion of their 
respective annual budgets. "We went back to working as 
the three towns (on the ORR budget)," Mr. Hayes said. "I 
think we need to do that and go off with a message. We 
may send slightly different messages on the local level, 
but as far as the ORR piece, we should work on it (to- 
gether) in terms of budgeting." 

"I think we do have to look to each other in terms 
of financial adjustments, what the (school) union wages 
are going to be," agreed Marion Town Administrator Julia 
Enroth- Whitlock. "At least keep each other informed, 
because that's a big chunk of our budgets." 

Another idea proposed at the meeting to help 
curtail escalating costs was to share resources and equip- 
ment which aren't used on a day-to-day basis or which 
could benefit from a regional approach. 

"There's no reason why we shouldn't have a 
high-tech police department in Rochester that could (also) 
serve Marion (and Mattapoisett) ... but it's a very paro- 
chial (and) political issue," said Rochester Town Adminis- 
trator James Huntoon. "It's easy for me (to suggest) 
because I'm an appointed person. But I think there should 
be a group to look at it." 

"Even short of consolidating, you can share 
equipment," agreed Ms. Enroth- Whitlock. "I don't see the 
value of each (Fire Department) having a ladder truck — 
it makes no sense whatsoever." 

Marion Selectman Benjamin Bryant said their 
current capital plan includes the building of a jail and he

'Tor years if you got arrested in Rochester you 
were (handcuffed) to a bench/ 7 said Mr. Huntoon. "Now 
we've got both female and male cells (in the new police 
station)/ 7 

Many officials had serious concerns about not just 
the regional school budget, but the ever-increasing 
percentage of insurance coverage costs for school employ- 
ees which is expected to increase at least another 15 
percent this year, according to Ms. Enroth- Whitlock. 

"My one thing that I'll continue to hop on is the 
insurance reimbursement (rate)/ 7 said Mattapoisett 
Selectman Raymond Andrews. "At 82 percent on the 
regional level, it's killing us. To look at a 4 to 5 (salary) 
increase and we don't have any control over fixed costs, 
it 7 s going to break the bank. 77 

"(Town) employees are going to suffer one way or 
another/ 7 agreed Rochester Selectman Patricia Ryan. "We 
gave 1.5 percent to our town employees who are not 
under contract. I think we have to be a little bit innovative 
in how we approach that. Today, health insurance is a 
salary increase. 77 

"The ORR School Committee is well aware of 
this/ 7 said Marion Selectman Andrew Jeffrey. "In the past, 
the increases and the benefits were looked at as a total 
(package). But when times are good, you don't address 
it. 77

Selectman Andrews. "At the upper end of the scale it's 
almost $900 a month that we're paying. We as three towns 
can be consistent with saying 'you can't come (to) us each 
year with 4 to 5 percent budget increase.' How much can 
we afford to bleed in paying these people?" 

"If one union gets one thing, the other one wants 
it," said Mattapoisett Selectman Barry Denham. 
"Mattapoisett settled the local schools, then the police, 
then the DPW, and the secretaries in the Town Hall. We 
have to be consistent with all of them. If we set the 
precedent at 4 percent, it should be the same for everyone. 
With Proposition 2 1 /2, we should (cap it) at 2.5 percent. 
The teachers got a 4 percent increase the first year to put 
them (on par) with the Rochester and Marion teachers. 
However, they do get 25 percent more in their health care 
coverage." 

"State law says 2.5 percent ... I would think in 
good faith if the union wants more they should have to 
lobby for it on Town Meeting floor," said Selectman 
Andrews. "They should have to anticipate that those 
increases are going to go on an override."

"The three towns need to give a joint affordability 
message to the schools/ 7 said Lee Hayes. "You give the 
same message to the unions ... Mattapoisett' s and 
Marion's message is absolutely identical; Rochester's may 
be (a little different)." 

Stuart Richardson of the Marion Housing Com- 
mission said they are actively seeking to have the town's 
current "target area" for median income levels switched 
from New Bedford to Boston to better their chances of 
qualifying homes as affordable under Chapter 40B. But 
Mattapoisett Selectman Andrews said they are concerned 
about linking themselves to Boston since it could jeopar- 
dize $5,000 in funding for the town's Council on Aging 
(COA). "(That money) is too critical for us," he said. 

Selectman Bryant agreed one of the things they 
are lacking is someone to manage such projects in the 
future, such as keeping track of Marion's housing stock. 
They will likely need to hire a part-time or full-time 
professional as such initiatives move forward. 

"What you all need is a Town Planner," said 
James Huntoon. "We saw a need some time ago, we 
talked to Mattapoisett about hiring a (joint) Town Planner 
and, we hired our own. He's a facilitator and it sure is 
(worthwhile). It's something I think the town should look 
at. We didn't want to wait for it in Rochester ... we have a 
20-hour-a-week Town Planner." 

The group of collective town officials also dis- 
cussed their respective water supply issues, with James 
Huntoon switching hats from his role as Rochester Town

Administrator to Mattapoisett Water Commissioner. 

"We've been working with Marion to sell some of 
our excess water," Mr. Huntoon said. "We have some- 
thing like ... maybe half-a-million-gallons of excess 
water." 

Mr. Huntoon added that they have managed to 
pay for a great deal of the upgrades and improvements to 
Mattapoisett' s water system via a Water Enterprise Fund. 

"I don't like enterprise funds," said Selectman 
Barry Denham, "but for years I've watched money come 
in from water fees and rates, get turned back into the 
general fund, and then the Water Commissioners ask for 
money to build a new tank or improve the system, and 
are told 'we don't have the money' The enterprise fund 
gives them that resource." 

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock also proposed other "col- 
laborative opportunities" in which the three towns could 
share and save money. 

"There are times when you can save money (by 
collaborating), but other times it gets political," Ms. 
Enroth- Whitlock said.

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said that in addition to such 
opportunities as water supply issues, a regional recycling 
coordinator, the Tri-Town Housing Co-Op, and shared 
health services, there are other areas of potential collabo- 
ration with Fire Department vehicles and public safety 
resources, although admitting it wouldn't be "politically 
popular/ 7 

Selectman Andrews suggested forming an ad hoc 
committee comprised of the three Fire Chiefs and Police 
Chiefs to explore this possibility. 

"Each of these areas seem to benefit when there is 
a group assigned to make it happen/ 7 agreed Selectman 
Benjamin Bryant. "Over the next few months, we need to 
have people driving that force. 77 

"I think it 7 s critical to have someone spearhead 
the effort, otherwise it's not going to happen, 77 agreed 
Selectman Andrew Jeffrey. 

One immediate sharing opportunity suggested by 
Selectman Raymond Andrews would be the Geographic 
Information System (GIS) on which Mattapoisett has been 
working to map out the town. 

"The problem is data entry, 77 Selectman Andrews 
said. "If the three towns could share the talent or skill of 
an individual, we have a GIS committee (in 
Mattapoisett). 77 

Selectman Denham, who serves as the joint 
Veterans Agent for Mattapoisett and Rochester, also 
offered his services should Marion ever need it. 

The final item on the agenda was the tri-town 7 s 
process for addressing the recent K-12 school 
regionalization proposed by the Marion /Mattapoisett/ 
Rochester League of Women Voters (LWV). 

Kay Reis of the LWV suggested they seek the 
input of the ORR School Committee before proceeding, 
since such a change would first require their approval. 

"No action can take place until they vote it, 77 
agreed Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, "(and) they've got a lot 
on their plate. What are the negatives and what are the 
positives of regionalization? We've got to start some- 
where. 77 

Selectman Benjamin Bryant stressed that if the 
joint Boards of Selectmen don't take a leadership role in 
this matter, "nothing can happen."

Various officials seemed to think getting a sense 
for how residents in the three towns would vote on the 
issue was first and foremost. "Until you can give them 
some kind of guarantee that their neighborhood school 
will remain their neighborhood school ... they won't 
support it," Selectman Patricia Ryan said. 

To that end, Ms. Ryan suggested placing a non- 
binding referendum question on each of the three Annual 
Town Election ballots in the spring to gauge voter support 
for K-12 school regionalization. 

"(The) Marion School Committee voted to 
endorse the concept of the LWV's proposal and to inform 
the ORR Regional School Committee, because they are the 
ones who have to take action/ 7 said Susan Grosart of the 
Marion School Committee. "The biggest stumbling block 
is ... right now there will be space in Mattapoisett and 
Marion. But people want their young children to go to 
school in their own town. But the rub comes when if 
Rochester has no space, they won't get any reimburse- 
ment and will be forced to send students to Mattapoisett 
or Marion. There's a lot of feeling on the school commit- 
tees that it's a good idea in principle, but the devil's in the

"If you're going to do a referendum question, I 
think it's important to have a proponent and an opponent 
viewpoint and they should be written the same for all 
three towns/ 7 said Selectman Raymond Andrews. 

"If the majority of the voters in the three towns 
says 'no/ you're going to be banging your head against 
the wall and there are many other things we need to be 
doing/ 7 said Patricia Ryan. "We need to know what the

Everyone agreed that such issues require the Tri- 
Town Selectmen to meet on a more frequent basis, per- 
haps quarterly. They therefore agreed to meet again 
sometime in early February and adjourned for the 
evening at 9:07 pm. 

Mattapoisett Special Town Meeting 

November 12, 2002 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A Special Town Meeting for the Town of 
Mattapoisett was called to order on Tuesday evening, 
November 12 at 7:13 pm in the cafeteria of Old 
Hammondtown School by Town Moderator William 
Blasdale having noted the presence of a quorum of 176 
voters. 

Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman Richard 
Gamache then discussed the town's available Free Cash 
going into the Town Meeting. "We have just over $1 
million in certified Free Cash this year, it's about $500,000 
more than we had last year," he said. "I was going to sit 
here and tell everybody where the $500,000 came from ... 
but it would take so long to explain. Normally we get 
somewhere between $1 million and $1.2 million in Free 
Cash — this year we had $1.7 million. We're using esti- 
mated receipts of $1.3 million in Free Cash. If we use 
$500,000 of the Free Cash we have, we will still be roughly 
$300,000 in the hole. We could use more of our Free Cash, 
but there's an awful lot of things hanging right now, so 
what we're going to try to do is conserve this Free Cash as 
much as we can. By having money in the Stabilization 
Fund, it will get us a better interest rate. The first article is 
to put $300,000 of this Free Cash aside. Everything points

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to another tough year, but we're going to be conservative 
again and hope that the numbers work out/ 7 

Voters then heard a short presentation from 
Professor Clyde Barrow of the UMass Dartmouth Center 
for Policy Analysis which recently completed a Manage- 
ment Study of Mattapoisett Town Government. This four- 
and-a-half-month study resulted in several recommenda- 
tions which the town will consider at another Special 
Town Meeting in early 2003. For now, Mr. Barrow wanted 
to present residents with their findings. 

"We'd like to bring a single direction to town 
government to balance the needs of growth with the 
financial resources of the town," Mr. Barrow said. "What 
will all this cost? If all the recommendations were imple- 
mented within the next 1-3 years, based on salary esti- 
mates, it would add about $43,000 in additional manage- 
ment payroll to the town's budget. But that short-term 
investment will more than pay for itself in a very short 
time. A Town Administrator with grant- writing experi- 
ence will be able to pull in one or two grants a year — 
$50,000 to $150,000 on average." 

Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to transfer 
$300,000 from Free Cash into the Stabilization Fund. The 
article was passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to transfer 
$30,000 from Free Cash to the Reserve Fund. "Each year 
we put a sum of money into the Reserve Fund to cover 
unforeseen expenses," Mr. Gamache said. "We could need

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to increase 
by $130,603 the ORR Operating Budget and transfer 
$63,185 from Article 4 of the 2002 Annual Town Meeting 
warrant, and allocate the remaining $67,718 balance from 
local receipts. 

"We did have increases in certain receipts that we 
hadn't expected/ 7 Mr. Gamache said. "We're using some 
of that increase to offset the override. We had a $130,000 
override (for ORR) that was voted down at the election. 
We decided we would hold all capital expenditures at that 
time/' 

After a voter pointed out a $300 discrepancy, Mr. 
Gamache moved to amend the $67,718 amount to $67,418. 

Resident Debbie DeWalt inquired as to why the 
FinCom didn't think of restoring the funding cut from the 
local schools last spring when they found themselves with 
excess Free Cash. 

"Once we had an idea of what the Free Cash was 
going to be, the timing was such that the article went to 
print before we could meet with (the local school commit- 
tee)/ 7 Mr. Gamache said. "We couldn't do anything for 
this Town Meeting. We're going to continue to be as 
conservative as possible."

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to petition the General Court to 
enact special legislation authorizing the town to reserve 
appropriations to cover betterment assessments in such 
fiscal years. 

"We need special legislation to place betterments 
into separate fund, so it doesn't over-inflate our Free 
Cash/ 7 explained Town Accountant Judith Mooney. 

Resident Bob Bancroft wanted to know why the 
money couldn't be put into the town's Sewer Enterprise 
Fund. 

"Once the money goes into an Enterprise Fund, 
we no longer can get anything out of it/' Mr. Gamache 
said, adding that there isn't an established Sewer Enter- 
prise Fund in Mattapoisett. "Right now, we are still 
subsidizing those sewer operations." The article was 
passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to amend 
the Zoning By-Laws under the "Cluster Subdivision." 
According to Planning Board member Bob Fields, this was 
basicallya "house-keeping item, with no substantial 
change." The article was passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 8, voters were asked to estab- 
lished a Conservation By-Law, but a motion to indefintely 
postpone the article was carried unanimously. Conserva- 
tion Commission (ConCom) Chairman John DeMello 
said: "Our intent is to present it to the board and have a 
public meeting on it, get approval from Town Counsel, 
and then present it at a future Town Meeting." 

Under ARTICLE 9, voters were asked to create 
and fund a part-time Conservation Agent position, priced 
at $16,000 per year, but only fund it at a half-year rate of 
$8,000. 

"At 16,000, it would cost the average homeowner 
about $5 a year per house," Mr. DeMello said. 

"The (ConCom) is strictly a volunteer board ...

Under ARTICLE 11, voters were asked to increase 
the appropriation made under Article 1 of the February 
12, 2001 Special Town Meeting to cover costs to extend the 
water main at Old Hammondtown School.

board Park to be sited on town-owned land adjacent to 
the Police Station. 

Petitioner Brad Hathaway noted: "Common sense 
dictates that flood control along the town beach brook 
and the construction of a fire station are infinitely more 
beneficial to all taxpayers in town.

with its demise, should be funded (as agreed)/ 7 

Police Chief and Skateboard Park Committee 
member Mary Lyons spoke on behalf of the project. "Last 
May we did state that our intention was to create the 
skateboard park (through private funding)/ 7 she said. 
"We came to you in good faith. What the Planning Board 
has done is a separate (issue). They exercised the right 
that we gave them in the by-laws. Our intention was to do 
this in an honest fashion — our intention was to provide 
the skateboard park at no cost to taxpayers. I 7 m urging 
you to vote in opposition to this article. We've worked 
very hard since 1999 to provide this park, (but) we are 
moving at a snail's pace. We can't use this as a bargaining 
tool." 

Town Counsel Daniel Perry concurred with Chief 
Lyons' assessment. "The Special Permit was granted (by 
the Planning Board)," he said. "The rules of that permit 
are now fixed in place. If the petitioner cannot comply 
with one of the requirements for construction, that 
condition would be removed from the permit. Essentially, 
the town would lose the benefit of that $100,000 bonus. 
The special permit ... requires the construction of infra- 
structure related to the project, among which are recre- 
ational facilities and parks." 

After nearly an hour of debate, with the overall 
sentiment favoring the $100,000 for the Skateboard Park, 
Town Meeting handily defeated Article 16 via majority, 
150 to 16.

TICK SEASON 

Both my cat and dog are coming into the house with lots of 
ticks. I thought that the ticks would disappear now that fall 
is here. 

Unfortunately, ticks like cool weather, tick season 
peaks in spring and fall however some ticks can be 
found in summer and in the winter if the temperature 
is mild. 

So what can I do to protect my pet from all of these ticks? 
The two main products available that are effective 
against ticks are Frontine for use on dogs and cats and 
Preventic collars for dogs. Both are available through 
your veterinarian. 

What diseases can these ticks transmit. 
Dogs are susceptible to Lyme Disease and Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever while cats may develop 
Hemobartinella or feline infectious anemia.

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Bum Rap

8 Mile. Starring Eminem, Kim Basinger, and Mekhi Phif er. 
Directed by Curtis Hanson. Running time: 118 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

8 Mile, the major acting debut of Eminem (ne Marshall 
Mathers III), isn't nearly as bad — or, for that reason, as crummily 
enjoyable — as the only previous film starring debut of a white 
rapper, Cool as Ice with Vanilla Ice. (I make that comparison with 
all the authority, and shame, of someone who actually rented Cool 
as to.) This is a grim, serious, half-decent fictionalized account of 
the days before Eminem was Eminem — before he splattered 
himself onto the American consciousness with "My Name Is" 
("Hi kids! Do you like violence?" he began. "Wanna see me put 
nine-inch nails through each one of my eyelids?") and just kept 
going. Love or hate Eminem, he's a virtuoso of invective, with an 
intricate command of rhyme and a formidable eye for obscenely 
surreal detail. 

The movie, which recasts Eminem as Jimmy Smith Jr., a.k.a. 
"Rabbit," tames him considerably and dulls his edge. It's not till 
the climax, when Rabbit faces off in a battle of rhymes against 
various nemeses, that we really get a sense of Rabbit's (and 
Eminem's) heartless, weightless style — a battering ram that hits 
you so fast you don't notice you're bleeding. For most of the film, 
Rabbit mopes around in godforsaken areas of Detroit with his 
friends when he's not clashing with his trailer-trash mom (Kim 
Basinger, overselling her lower-class twang), doting on his much 
younger sister (Chloe Greenfield), or standing around and facing 
in the general direction of Brittany Murphy as a local aspiring 
model who takes a shine to him. 

Murphy's character is in the movie to show that (A) Rabbit 
is heterosexual and (B) whether it's your bingo-playing, jerk- 
magnet mom or a hot number who'll drop her panties for you — 
or whoever else — in a heartbeat, you can't trust women. (Rabbit's 
little sister gets by because she can't be more than six years old.) 
Aside from a clumsy tryst at the factory where Rabbit works and 
a couple of conversations, there's nothing going on between these 
two, so when he finds her in flagrante delicto with a local braggart 
(Eugene Byrd) who's been promising to get Rabbit some free 
studio time, Rabbit seems less angry and disappointed with her 
than he is with the braggart. 




Working from an Eminem-approved script (by Scott Silver) 
that can only be called cautious, Curtis Hanson steps up to the 
material with every ounce of bleak verisimilitude this gifted 
director (L.A. Confidential, Wonder Boys) can muster. It helps, too, 
that his cinematographer is Rodrigo Prieto, who worked magic 
on Amores Perros and nere paints with a bucket of deep rich grays 
and blues. 8 Mile feels like a real movie only because Curtis 
Hanson never treats it as anything less than a real movie. It's the 
sort of film that can deepen your admiration for Hanson even if 
the film's content doesn't sway you: Faced with an Eminem 
project, Hanson damn near turns it into a Curtis Hanson drama, 
witn all his recently acquired respect for quiet moments and 
character-driven conflict. 

Still, you leave 8 Mile thinking you've seen probably the most 
sober-sided, technically accomplished take on the Underdog 
Transcends Humble Roots genre since Saturday Night Fever, and 
even that movie had the escapist dazzle of the disco. Even in the 
scenes where Rabbit proves his virtuosity, 8 Mile comes out of the 
despair and rage of the powerless, and even though Hanson's 
skill keeps things moving, the film is really no more than a two- 
hour prelude to a climax in which our hero ... rhythmically tells 
people off. Eminem isn't terrible in his many non-rapping scenes, 
but then the script protects him to the extent that he never really 
has to express anything other than occasional anger; he stands 
apart from his own story, uncommitted to the emotions in the 
drama, as if showing vulnerability would make him a "bitch." If 
Rabbit had been allowed to be as funny and complex as Eminem's 
rhymes often are, 8 Mile might' ve been something more than a 
genre film within a genre film: Underdog Director Transcends 
Humble Script.
